Councilman Collins on Exhibition—A_ Very Riot, 
ous. Affair, Which Looks Serious for 
Ir. Haas Will Not 
Balld There. 


Yesterday being the day set by the City 
Council for its official visit to the proposed 
site for the new Chinatown, a Times re- 
porter was in waiting at the Council 
chamber at an early hour for the purpose of 
accOmpanying that body on its tour of in- 
spection. 

Ten o’clock was the hour set for members 
of the Council to meet, but with the excep- 
tion of President Breed and Councilman 
Jones, there were none present at that time, 
and it looked as though the proposed visit 
would be allowed to fall through, and the 
building of the proposed quarters be pushed 
forward on account of the lack of interest 
on the part of the city fathers 

Worti was received shortly after 10 o’cloc 
however, that some of the members hac 
inisunderstood the directions as regarded 
the place of rendezvous, and instead of 
gathering at the Council chamber, had gone 
directly to the scene of the inspection, and 
were there waiting for the remainder of the 
members. ‘This being the case, the reporter 
proceeded to the corner of Ducommon 
street and Labory lane, where, in addition 
to the City Council, nearly 200 inhabitants 
of that neighborhood had gathered. 

No sooner were the Councilmen on the 
ground, and gathered around Mr. Haas, of 


Hellman, Haas & Co., for the purpose of in- 
specting the plans that gentleman was pro- 
vided with, then the pressure of the crowd 

wes 80 great that it was declared linpossible 

to inspect the drawings under the circum- 


tances. 

The excitement among the crowd was 
none the less patent because it was sup- 
pressed, and when the plans were produced 
by Mr. Haas, a voice said: Take them 
away. Don’t look at them, 222 
They shau't put up any building for the 


These exclamations appeared to break the 
ice, and ina moment there ensued such a 
babel of curses, entreaties and arguments 
that it was almost —— to keep track 
of the principal points as they were pre- 
sented. One lady, who bore the appearance 
of being a hard-working woman, stated that 
she had saved and scraped enough money 
together to enable her to purchase a home 
ou the installment plan, and she would be 
willing to fight inst the depreciation of 
her property which would come in the event 
of the establishment of the new Chinatown 
in that vicinity. 

A decent-looking workman took hold of 
Mr. Haas, and said that if he !Haas} would 
come and live in that neighborhood after 
the buildings were put up and occupied by 
the Chinese they would not complain, but 
would be willing to stand it if he would. A 
well-dressed lady told Mr. Haas that he 
lot of nasty 
Chinamen on a decent Selghberhood, for if 
he did she would inaugurate a crusade 


against his firm, and have it boycotted by 
every decent person in the city. Another 
threatened that the advent of he Chinese 
n that vicinity would be marked by such 
an era of bloodshed and rapine that it would 
ay the whole world. This man was a 
4 and looked fully capable 
K ashe ng out his threat tothe fullest ex- 
tent. A great deal of lawless talk then en- 
sued, and threats of every disaster that the 
human mind could conceive were launched 
forth both against the Chinese and the man 
who would allow them to locate in that 
neighborhood. 

All this time Councilman Kurhts was en- 
deavoring to quell the row, that he might 
make a motion relative to the subject, but it 
was not until the crowd had delivered them- 
selves of their feelings that he could obtain 
enough attention to make his object under- 
stood. When at length he got the ears of 
the assemblage.he made the following mo- 


tion: 

That it is the sense of this meeting that 
the Council shall protest against the re- 
moval of Chinatown to the proposed site on 
the corner of Ducommon street and Labory 
lane, and that the City Council officially re- 
quest Messrs. Hellman, Haas & Co. not to 
build on that sight for such a pu * 

This proposition was received with deaf- 


ening cheers, and carried unani- 
mously; one enthusiastic individual 
stating at the conclusion of the cheers 


that he would see that the — was pur- 
chased if Mr. Haas would sel 


“You fix — price, Mr. Haas.“ this man 
said, and I will get t the people here to put 
in as much money as they can and by organ- 
izing a company buy the property from you. 
Or, if. you don’t want to sell, build some cot- 
tages that a white man can live in and we 
will guarantee that you receive a good in- 
terest on your money if we have to pay it 
out of our pockets.“ This man ap age to 
be able to carry out his. sree tions, and 
rh was also received with uproarious 
cheers 

Mr. Haas here attempted to make a speech 
defining his position in the matter, but the 
crowd thinking he was about to advance 
some argument in favor of his scheme, made 
such a noise that the reporters standing b 
his side could not hear u word he uttered. 
Just at this moment, too, a woman who had 
arrived on the scene in her buggy, jumped 
out the moment the vehicle stopped, and 
running up to Mr. Ilaas, poked her finger in 
his face and said: 

“Sir, you build those barracks here if you 
dare! Go ahead, sir, and build houses for 
those nasty Chinese; but remember, sir, if 
no one else will do it, when they are com- 
pleted, I will myself put the firebrand tothe 
structure and continue to do so until the site 
is as bare of buildings as itis today. Yes, 
sir; you can build if you please, but no 
Chinaman shall ever be permitted to locate 
here and spoil our little property.“ With 
this the little woman bounced out of the 
crowd, but was back again with another 
shot as though her system contained a gal- 
vanic battery. Four times did she approach 
Mr. Laas, and delivering her broadside re- 
tire, only to return with another, and as she 
would not speak until she had planted lier- 
self squarely before him, her movements in 
and out of the crowd were in themselves 
enough to keep the exeitement alive. 

Finally, through the efforts of Council- 
men Kuhrts and Collins, Mr. Haas was per- 
mitted to speak, and then, greatly to the 
surprise of the 22 who expected some- 
thing different, h said: 

Ladies and — I asked the 
members of the Council to come here on the 
22 to meet me, expecting, as I now find 

the case, that the people o ‘this ne ighbor- 
hood would also turn out in such numbers 
that an expression of their opinion might be 

secured, as well as the plans for the new 
building examined. I now find what I did 
not before know, and that is that this re- 
moval of Chinatown is not a popular sub- 
ject. [Cries of “Yes, you did; you knew 
two weeks ago we did not want them 
here. Your mer were told o, and so were 
you. Don’t give us any of that kind of 

.I you want to speak, go ahead, and 
let's hear what you have to Say.“ Well. 
gentlemen, all I have to say now is that, 
since I have seen this expression of opinion 
on the part of you all, and believing that 1

Had we wanted to goon 
with this work under any circumstances, we 
would not have taken the trouble to invite 
the members of the Council here to see this 
site and hear what they have heard here to- 
day. No, gentlemen, we are law-abiding 
citizens, | and as suen we could have secured 
the protection of the law in prosecuting our 
work on these grounds, and could have built 
here as we thought proper. As to having 
been able to take this step a week ago, I desire 
to state that we could not have done so, as 
we did not hear from the Council until after 
that time.
